Face Voters

There will be 57 articles facing 
voters at the annual town meeting 
March 8, beginning at 9:30 a.m 
in Memorial Auditorium. 

The warrant chosed last Friday 
and the articles “were placed in 
order by the selectmen Monday 
night. 

Among major items in the spe- 
cial articles, are $1,000,000 for the 
obtaining of nine sites for public 
schools and $295,000 for the 
planning of three schools. 

The planning article is to provide 
for plans for the high school addi- 
tion, an addition to the West Junior 
High school and an addition to an 
elementary school. 

Another major item calls for 
$375,000 to obtain the former An- 
dover playhouse property and the 
Daly block on North Main street 
for parking purposes. 

There will be $50,000 asked for 
improvements to Burtt Road in 
the Lowell Junction industrial 
area. Contained in two articles, 
road improvements would be done 
in Andover under one item and 
some work in Wilmington in 
another article. The work in Wil- 
mington would hopefully be on a 
co-operative venture, according 
to Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen, 

An addition to the town garage, 
totalling $15,000 is being asked 
to provide storage facilities for 
town equipment.

Financial Status Is Untidy 


Evidence continues to mount of 
the untidy state of the school ad- 
ministration’s system of handling 
its finances. 

Meanwhile, the school com- 
mittee team led by Northeast Uni- 
versity engineering dean William 
F, King set to work to revise the 
entire accounting procedure of the 
school department. King told the 
TOWNSMAN it was plain now that 
the school committee had acted 
unwisely last year in yielding to 
administration demands to con- 
tinue to handle school accounting 
themselves. ‘‘It just postponed un- 
tangling the mess.’’ 

Dr. Albert Greenberg stated 
Tuesday night that several de- 
partment heads have recently told 
him that they were urged in the 
last weeks of the year to ‘‘go out 
and spend’? - even in excess of 
their budgets, TOWNSMAN in- 
vestigation revealed, as in the 
case of the music department. 

It is also clear by now that the 
$35,000 deficit in the expense bud- 
get handled by Jack Berberian 
would have been much larger, ex- 
cept for the mid-December pur- 
chase order cancellations Berbe- 
rian made when the accounting 
errors began to show up and ex- 
pose the sinking state of the 
school’s expense fund, 

The TOWNSMAN independently 
checked with heads of three de- 
partments - music, audio - visual 
and library - and batted three for 
three in finding discrepancies and 
errors in administration report- 
ing of their expenditures. 

The $3000 music overexpen- 
diture which the TOWNSMAN re- 
ported from last week’s school 
committee meeting does not re- 
present new instruments or equip- 
ment which the department now 
owns, it turns out, It represents, 
among other things, an order for 
about $2000 worth of blazers for 
the band, ordered around Dec. 1, 
and concelled later in December. 
Checking with music department 
head Edward Grigoli, the TOWNS- 
MAN found the actual expenditures 
of the music department to be not 
$9000, but $5256.35 out of a budget 
of $6000,

Meanwhile, down at the audio- 
visual department (k-9), depart- 
ment head Robert Bachmann was 
having the opposite kind of trouble. 
Bachmann states that he and his 
secretary, Mrs. Charles Bowman, 
keep a strict accounting of their 
expenditures and their budget 
status, and that Superintendent Ed- 
ward I, Erickson decreed early 
last year that absolutely no AV 
purchase was to be made without 
Bachmann’s signature on the pur- 
chase order. 

Yet, says Bachmann, when he 
informed Berberian late in the 
year of plans to spend some of 
the remaining $3000 in the AV 
budget, he learned that his ac- 
count was $3000 in the hole - a 
$6000 discrepancy from his do- 
cumented AV accounts. 

Evidently other unauthorized 
school personnel had been raiding 
the AV account, using town pur- 
chase orders and the AV code 


Big Vote Needed 
To Pay Deficit 


The $35,000 deficit incurred by 
the school department in its ex- 
pense budget, will have to be 
approved by 80 per cent of the 
voters at town meeting in March, 

Under statute, past expenses 
will require the 80 per cent vote. 

Since the items contracted for, 
are not contained in any special 
warrant articles, it is presumed 
the school department will pre- 
sent the deficit within its budget 
presentation. 

This will mean that the close to 
$35,000 in arrears will have to be 
pulled from the budget considera- 
tion and voted separately in order 
to conform to the statutes. 

The Finance committee is ex- 
pected to have something to say 
about the school department ex- 
pense budget prior to action on 
the budget. 

Dr, Albert Greenberg, chairman 
of the FinCom has indicated that 
his group will examine the 1969 
school budget with an eye toward 
eliminating up to $35,000 since he 
feels, ‘‘if they spent that muchover 
last year, doesn’t it seem they 


won't need that much this year.”

Bachmann was also unhappy that 
the statement of the K-9 AV bud- 
get which the school committee 
acted on was mistakenly swelled 
by a $10,000 request for AV 
materials from the library direc- 
tor, which had nothing to do with 
his department; he felt this gave 
the erroneous impression of a 
sharp rise in his budget request. 
Actually, -said Bachmann, his 1969 
request of $18,765, including both 
new equipment and all operating 
expense and supplies, isonly about 
$1100 more than his 1968 budget 
of $17,595 - several thousand of 
which he never saw. 


The school administration has 
stated that the deficit stems from 
ommissions in posting expen- 
ditures, overexpenditures in some 
departments, and limitations of 
the bookkeeping machine. King 
added that the real problem lies 
in the accounting system itself. 
He added that one of the problems 
in controlling the expenditures 
was that the position of general 
services supervisor was given lots 
of responsibility, but little 
authority.

Issue 
Doomed 


One article in the annual town 
meeting warrant, sure to run into 
difficulty is the item calling for 
the appropriation of $375,000 to 
obtain the Andover playhouse pro- 
perty and the Daly block on Main 
street next to the library. 

Already the Finance committee 
is definitely opposed to the article 
which is being sponsored by the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce. 

Under terms of the article, the 
properties would be acquired and 
demolished to provide additional 
parking areas. 

The town has twice rejected ac- 
quiring the theater property on 
Essex street. It was offered to 
the town for $80,000 by former 
owner Samuel Resnik. Rejected at 
a special town meeting, then at 
an annual town meeting, the pro- 
perty has since been purchased 
by Danton Realty Trust. 

Phidias Dantos a member of 
the Danton firm, said he felt the 
town would not approve the pur- 
chase of the property. 

He pointed out that in order to 
purchase the particular site, it 
would require considerably more 
than the $80,000 originally offered 
by Resnik. He said that his firm 
bought land after the town had re- 
jected it. 

Since that time the area is com- 
mitted to parking use for tenants 
of the Standard International build- 
ing, which Danton owns. 

Improvements have been made, 
taxes paid and interest on im- 
provement loans have been made, 
all increasing the costs of the 
particular property and which 
would have to be considered in any 
negotiations. 

If the property was obtained 
through eminent domain proceed- 
ings, then court costs would have 
to be added to the total involve- 
ment. 

Dantos said that he had talked 
with members of Memorial Hall 
library trustees regarding an 
access to the library to the rear 
of the building, but that no amicable 
agreement was reached in dis- 
cussions, 

The library needs access to the 
rear and has an agreement with 
the current theater property 
owners to trespass over the area. 

The Daly block is oecupied by 
several tenants residing in the 
apartments. It is currently owned 
by the Cyr Oil Co, 


FinCom, Selectmen Differ 


On Change In The Bylaws 


The selectmen and finance com- 
mittee ran into dispute Monday 
night on a special article in the 
warrant dealing with the October 
special town meeting. 

The selectmen have proposed a 
bylaw which would eliminate the 
powers of the finance committee 
at a special town meeting. It would 
place the October session, now a 
regularly scheduled second town 
meeting, in the same category as 
the annual meeting. 

The proposed bylaw would eli- 
minate the stipulation that FinCom 
disapproval of an artiele would 
prohibit consideration at a special 
town meeting, 

Chairman Albert J. Greenberg 
of the FinCom said that he and his 
committee would fight the matter 
on the floor of town meeting, feel- 
ing the selectmen were attempting 
to circumvent the powers of the 
finance committee, 

Town Manager RichardJ, Bowen 
said there was no effort to bypass 
the FinCom and that the bylaw 
was meant to apply only to the 


October session, now considered 
the second town meeting of the 
year but termed special due to 
statute. 

Greenberg disagreed and said 
that the bylaw regulations regard- 
ing the powers of the FinCom 
were statutory and that if neces- 
sary, the committee would issue 
information to the voters at town 
meeting defending their position. 

Chairman Philip K, Allen of 
the selectmen, said that the bylaw 
change was to allow voters to have 
the opportunity to debate issues. 
He said he would never forget the 
fact that the FinCom refused to 
allow the public safety center issue 
to appear before the voters, due 
to their refusal to approve addi- 
tional funds, 

Greenberg insisted that the 
article was meant to circumvent 
FinCom powers and the select- 
men, with the exception of Sidney 
P, White persisted in thinking 
otherwise. 

White said he felt the FinCom

Tuesday Chairman Allen issued 
a statement from the board relative 
to the position in a letter to the 
FinCom, The letter follows.

It should be 
considered as important as the 
regular meeting and its rules of 
operation should, therefore, be no 
different. It is the Board’s posi- 
tion that the Finance Committee’s 
veto power on money Articles at 
this meeting is inconsistent with 


regularly scheduled Special Town 
Meeting. It is the Board of Select- 
men’s position that this change in 
mo way whatever diminishes the 
stature of the Finance Committee. 
You are a respected Town insti- 
tution and your’ advice and counsel 
are‘considered highly by the Town 
Meeting. This certainly will con- 
time. The veto power that you hold 
on money matters at other than the 
March and October meetings would 
continue and the Board of Select- 
men would argue against any 
change beyond that which is being 
recommended at this time. 

“‘To suggest that what the Select- 
men are proposing is an attempt 
at circumventing the Finance Com- 
Mittee is just not true. We regret 
any feeling by your committee 
that this is the purpose of this 
By-Law change. The Finance Com- 
mittee has proven itself to be most 
effective by virtue of its powers 
of persuasion at the annual Town 
Meeting and this is certainly the 
most important meeting of any 
year. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that this condition will not

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Editorial ‘Comment 
Spend It? 


The idea of an administrator ‘advising a department head 
to spend funds in the budget before the end of the year is 
preposterous. | 

We speak of the thoughts outlined in news stories in 
this week’s TOWNSMAN in which a school administrator 
told department heads to rid themselves of funds remain- 
ing in the individual budgets. 

Is it a sin to turn money back to a town? 

Must we spend everything available, just for the sake of 
depleting the annual appropriation? 

We think not. 

We have not been in the glorious position of feeding 
from the public trough, or having been in the unique posi- 
tion of looking at the annual budget in December and say- 
ing we have some money left, so let’s go out and spend it. 

The school department is indeed, at fault in such mat- 
ters as this. 

_ They have overspent themselves to the tune of almost 
$35,000, probably more: in view of cancelled orders, once 
the mistake was found. 

Department heads were apparently told late in the year 
— December, probably — to spend the amounts left allotted 
to them. 

This is wrong. 

If the particular department has satisfied its needs for 
the year, then any amounts remaining should revert to the 
town treasury. 

Further, the amounts allegedly allotted to the various 
departments, were incorrect when the department heads 
were informed of their balances. 

This also, is a deplorable condition. 

As bad as it is to advise persons to soak up the budget 
allotment, it is even worse to advise inaccurate figures, 
thus placing persons in an adverse position of defending 
their budgetary requests for the year ahead. 

The town now faces bills from 1968, which must meet 
the approval of 80 per cent of those attending the annual 
town meeting in March. 

Could we suggest that since these bills must be paid, 
since we as the townspeople contracted them, one must 
presume unknowingly, that we begin to save some money 
by examining — — — 


Administrative Salaries 


— — — Which were increased substantially this year. 

If we are to have a school administration which is to 
run a $5,000,000 business, then the least we can demand 
is efficiency. 

Obviously this has not come about in this, the town’s 
largest single appropriation. 

Maybe some deletions in salary increases could compen- 
sate for the money which must be coughed up due to ad- 
ministrative error. 

Salary increases should be awarded only in the case of 
adequate merit for services performed. 

In this particular case, we feel that there are inade- 
quacies and they should be treated accordingly. 

As we said a week ago, let us all be more attentive to 
the town’s expenditures, 


Poor Timing 


Legislators are characteristically prime targets for com- 
mentary, both pro and con. 

Those representing us in the state legislature, however, 
left themselves wide open and welcome to adverse publi- 
city in their most recent actions. 

If ever there was poor timing in acting on matters, it 
was in the matter of rapidly approving an increased salary 
for themselves. 

The legislators, with an abundance of bills before them, 
with increased taxes both at a local and state level, in- 
creased costs all around, with quick dispatch approved a 
salary increase of $2,500, plus expenses. 

This apparently was the first order of business for the 
legislature this year, although there are money bills re- 
quiring more attention, 

To say the least, the timing was poor. 

No doubt, the legislators are due an‘ increased salary 


from the $5,200 stipulated — maybe even more, than the 
$10,000 they awarded themselves a couple of years ago. 
But to take this order of business first was ill-timed and 


ill-advised. 


The people of the Commonwealth are more than a little 
fed up with the increased municipal and state costs and 
even a prospective increase in excise tax to support the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. 

We hardly think that legislators’ protest to the length of 
the annual sessions can be justified when they rapidly 
approve a 25% salary increase for themselves. 

We do hope that Gov. Sargent will veto it and then per- 
haps the legislature will take a saner approach to the 
financial future of Massachusetts.

School Board 


The school and finance commit- 
tees played to a crowded house of 
visitors Tuesday night, pared 
$44,223 from the budget, and parted 
close to sweet agreement. 

The only cuts which FinCorh head 
Dr, Albert Greenberg called ‘‘fat’’ 
were the $15,000 cut from the 
$33,500 scholars supplies item 
(‘Are they sending paper and pen- 
cils home with the kids?’’) and the 
$9,223 cut from the $44,223 Stu- 
dent Body Activities budget (‘‘I 
know from the men in the depart- 
ment they were told to add on 
— expecting that much to be 
cut.”” 

FinCom head Dr. Albert Green- 
berg made frequent reference to 
the $35,000 deficit, wondering how 
it was to be made up; but he told 
School Committee Chairman Rich- 
ard A. Katz that the school com- 
mittee had taken its responsibi- 
lities to heart and cut the budget 
to where it ought to be. 

Appropriations for new teachers 
will be discussed Tuesday night 
when the two boards meet again. 
The finance committee, viewed 
the request for 40-1/2 new teach- 
ers critically, but was impressed 
by the school committee’s defense 
of both the classroom teachers, 
and the teachers requested in read- 
ing, physical education and guid- 
ance, speech and hearing as ab- 
solutely essential. _ 

At conflict, Katz explained, are 
the theoritical Andover classroom 
average of about 26 pupils to a 
teacher and the reality that some 
Andover elementary schools have 
classes of over 32 pupils, and 30 
children in kindergarten classes. 

Asked why aguidance counselors 
is needed in every elementary 
school, Katz replied: that ‘‘It’s at 
the elementary level that educa- 
tional problems should be identi- 
field, and we don’t have sufficient 
personnel to identify these pro- 


blems, to counsel, to screen kids"

in and out of programs to help the 
perceptually handicapped students, 
or too counsel the emotionally 
disturbed and retarded children.”’ 

Superintendent of Schools Ed- 
ward I. Erickson broke down the 
new teacher request as follows: 
Eight classroom teachers for the 
high school, and one in music; five 
classroom teachers for each junior 
high, one physical education teach- 
er and one-half in music. 

In the various elementary 
schools, the department is re- 
questing, with school committee 
approval, one teacher in physical 
education, one in guidance, one 
in speech and hearing one-and a 
half in library, and the equivalent, 
in hours given of one teacher for 
perceptually handicapped in 
January and six in September; as 
classroom teachers, two and a 
half in Central, two at Sanborn, 
one at Shawsheen, one and a half 
at West, and one-half at South, 
This, declared Katz, is not 
‘Cadillac’? spending - its barely 
Ford-spending.’”’ Both Erickson, 
Clapp and Katz for the school 
committee stated their conviction 
that cutting down the new teacher 
appropriation in the face of agrow- 
ing school population would 
‘*measurably decrease the educa- 
tion of children.’ They pointed out 
that the town’s pupil expenditure 
average is $585 per pupil which 
is only in the 55th percentile in 
Massachusetts. 
average is $680 per pupil. 

Greenberg took some of the 
school committee file material 
under his arm and promised 
further study before discussing the 
new-teacher issue again on 
Tuesday. 

The $8000 cut from the high 
school library will be more than 
made up for. Greenberg announced 
that he had met with the high 
school building committee the pre- 
vious night, and the $26,000 with-

held from the original high school 
library equipping fund of $50,000 
would be forthcoming this year, in 
installments. 

Another $8000 was cut when both 
bodies agreed to postpone hiring 
another assistant superintendent 
until after a new superintendent 
was in office, and could be con- 
sulted. 

A crossing guard will be 
installed by the police department 
at the corner of Hold Rd. andSalem 
Street, Superintendent Edward I. 
Erickson announced, for the safety 
of children walking to Rancroft 
from the area north of Salem 
Street. Police also plan to close 
off Holt Road from Salem to Vine 
Street from 8:00-8:45 a.m. and 
from 2:45-3:30 p.m. to all but 
residents, if unless thereis strong 
objection from Holt Road re- 
sidents.
